Investigation sheds light on spills of toxic chemicals 


Polluters meet their NEMISIS 

• The never-before-released information has been kept in a 
classified government database called NEMISIS (National En¬ 
forcement Management Information System and Intelligence 
System). Federal enforcement officers use NEMISIS to go after 
polluters. 

• It took The Canadian Press two and a half years and a com¬ 
plaint to the information commissioner to pry the data from 
Environment Canada under the Access to Information Act. 

• The news agency then created its own spills database using 
the government information, which covers the period from 
January 2004 to April 2010. 


Far more sewage has been 
spilled in Canadian urban 
centres over the last six 
years than any other 
harmful contaminant, 
newly released figures 
show. 

An analysis by The Cana¬ 
dian Press reveals hun¬ 
dreds of millions of litres 
of sewage, as well as many 
other dangerous liquids, 
have been dumped right 
under Canadians’ noses. 

The analysis looked at 
spills in the cities of Ed¬ 
monton, Calgaiy, Regina, 
Saskatoon, Winnipeg, Ot¬ 
tawa, Hamilton, Windsor, 
Ont., Quebec City, Frederic¬ 
ton, Moncton, N.B., Saint 
John, N.B., Charlottetown, 
Halifax and St. John’s, N.L., 
and the metropolitan areas 
of Toronto, Vancouver and 
Montreal. 

The database lists 6,555 


spills in those parts of the 
country since 2004. Some 
spills are minor, while oth¬ 
ers run over hundreds of 
millions of litres. 

The most frequently 
spilled contaminants are 
petroleum products — 
3,596 spills, or about 55 per 
cent of all entries. 

The database contains 
538 sewage spills. That’s 


eight per cent of all spills in 
the database. While sewage 
doesn’t appear as often as 
other contaminants, more 
of it is spilled each time. 

In Edmonton, an equip¬ 
ment failure at the Gold 
Bar wastewater treatment 
plant caused 160 million 
litres of sewage to be dis¬ 
charged on April 18, 2007. 
The city did not respond to 


a request to comment. 

Environment Canada 
said a power outage shut 
down the Edmonton 
plant’s ultra-violet lights for 
eight minutes, so 160 mil¬ 
lion litres of wastewater 
was only partially treated. 
“Otherwise, the effluent 
was properly treated,” the 
department said. 

As well, a pipe leak at Ed¬ 
monton’s municipal mo¬ 
bile equipment services 
branch on Dec. 11, 2006, re¬ 
leased two million litres of 
chlorinated water into the 
city. Chlorine can react 
with organic matter found 
in water, such as decaying 
vegetation, to form a group 
of chemicals known as dis¬ 
infection byproducts, some 
of which are thought to 
raise the risk of cancer and 
cause other health prob¬ 
lems .

After accomplishing little, MPs

Landslide destroys 
homes in B.C. town

As rescuers made their 
way through the debris of 
a landslide that struck sev¬ 
eral homes in southern 
British Columbia 
yesterday, it began to ap¬ 
pear that most area 
residents had made it out 
in time. 

Estimates varied wildly 
in the hours after the slide 
hit, but RCMP said approxi¬ 
mately five homes were 
struck by the wall of mud 
that came down at approxi¬ 
mately 2:20 p.m. local time 
near Testalinden Creek, 
just south of Oliver, B.C. 

Allan Patton, regional di¬ 
rector with the District of 
Okanagan-Simillcameen, 
said rescuers had reached 
most of the homes within 
hours. Two remaining 
homes were inaccessible by 
ground, and officials were 
tiying to reach them by hel¬ 
icopter. Officials hadn’t 
ruled out fatalities, but by 
late afternoon Patton was 
increasingly optimistic that 


nobody was buried. 

“We’re all thinking the 
best is the case, and that is 
that nobody’s been hurt or 
killed. So far we’re confi¬ 
dent that’s the way, but 
we’re not sure yet,” he said. 

He said the homes were 
destroyed. “Walls down, 
unsalvageable.” 

James Cambridge, a 46- 
year-old area resident, de¬ 
scribed seeing a wall of 
mud suddenly racing down 
the hill toward his home. 

“Something let go up in 
the hills and this wall of 
mud came roaring down 
and took out our shop and 
buried a couple of cars on 
our property,” he said. 

“The roar was deafening.” 

Patton said that deafen¬ 
ing noise may have given 


residents just enough of a 
warning to get out. 

“I’ve heard that there 
was a warning, but it was 
only a five-minute warning 
and it was basically just 
friends phoning friends,” 
he said. “People who live in 
the area saw it coming and 
then started phoning their 
friends and neighbours.” 

He said between 25 and 
30 homes neighbouring the 
slide area had been put on 
evacuation alert. RCMP said 
a mountain slope on the 
western side of the valley 
gave out, destroying several 
homes and structures be¬ 
fore buiying the highway 
and spilling into the creek. 
The highway was buried 
under eight to 12 feet of

Mobs of rioters 
slaughtered Uzbeks and

They were mostly eld¬ 
erly people, women and 
children, with younger 
men staying behind to de¬ 
fend their property. 

Many of the more than 
75,000 refugees arrived 
with gunshot wounds, the 
Uzbekistan Emergencies 
Ministry said, according to 
Russian reports.

Government of¬ 
ficials were still negotiating 
yesterday to recover the 
cameras and other media 
equipment stolen by the 
Nahua Indians. 

The indigenous commu¬ 
nal landowners were upset 
that Grupo Modelo, the 
maker of Corona beer, had 
not asked their permission 
to film the commercial on 
their property, said the offi¬ 
cial. 

They first kidnapped the 
Mexican reporters after 
mistaking them for the 
Grupo Modelo team, the of¬ 
ficial said. The Nahua Indi¬ 
ans released the journalists 
after about three hours, 
then kidnapped the Grupo 
Modelo filmmakers who ar¬ 
rived in the area later. They 
too were released after sev¬ 
eral hours.

India More than 25 years af¬ 
ter her daughter died from 
breathing poison that 
leaked out of a chemical 
factory, 80-year-old Halima 
sat in her home as word 
spread that a court had de¬ 
livered the first convictions 
related to the accident. 

On June 7, former execu¬ 


tives of the U.S. chemical 
company Union Carbide, 
one of whom died long be¬ 
fore the convictions, were 
found guilty of criminal 
negligence and sentenced 
to about two years in prison 
for their roles in the Bhopal 
disaster. “People have been 
hanged for causing just one 


or two deaths,” Halima 
said, sitting on her floor 
and scratching boils on her 
head she said were caused 
by the poison gas. 

“We had thousands of 
people in this city killed 
and 26 years later all the 
key people got was two 
years. There is no satisfac¬ 


tion.” 

Instead of heralding clo¬ 
sure or peace of mind, the 
convictions have sparked 
renewed debate about the 
spill, which has yet to be 
cleaned up, and the fate of 
Warren M. Anderson, the 
former chairman of Union 
Carbide who has become a 


household name in Bhopal. 

While he was briefly de¬ 
tained after the spill, Ander¬ 
son secured bail and was al¬ 
lowed to leave India just 
days later. Anderson, 89, 
lives in New York. 

Shamshad Bi lost her five- 
year-old son Raja in the gas 
spill. The 50-year-old still 


lives with her 15-year-old 
daughter Lubna in a slum a 
few steps from the old fac¬ 
tory grounds. Lubna, 
Shamshad said, has devel¬ 
oped kidney trouble after 
growing up drinking local 
water, which some here be¬ 
lieve is poisoned.

Belgian separatists on rise 

Party backing independence for Dutch-speakers wins election 


A separatist party that ad¬ 
vocates independence for 
the Dutch-speaking region 
of Belgium, leaving the 
country’s francophones to 
fend for themselves, 
scored an unprecedented 
win in yesterday’s general 
election. 

Final results gave the 
Dutch-spealcing New Flem¬ 
ish Alliance — a fringe fac¬ 
tor until now — 27 of the 
150 legislative seats, up 19 
from the 2007 vote. 

The election outcome 
was seen as a clear warn¬ 
ing to francophones to ne¬ 
gotiate seriously about 
granting Dutch- and 
French-speakers more self- 
rule, or Dutch-speakers 
will bolt. 

The New Flemish Al¬ 
liance drew votes away 
from Premier Yves 
Leterme’s outgoing coali¬ 
tion of Christian Democ¬ 
rats, Liberals and Socialists 

— all split into Dutch- and 
French-speaking factions 

— whose three years in of¬ 
fice were marked by en¬ 
during linguistic spats that 
remained unresolved. 

The Alliance’s success 
marked the first time a 
Flemish nationalist move¬ 
ment overtook traditional

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Top Arab diplomat seeks blockade's end 


middle east The Arab 
world’s top diplomat de¬ 
clared support yesterday 
for the people of blockad¬ 
ed Gaza in his first visit to 
the Palestinian territory 
since Hamas violently 
seized control of it three 
years ago. 

“The siege must be lift¬ 
ed,” Arab League chief Amr 
Moussa told reporters. “All 
the world is now standing 
with the people of Pales¬ 
tine and the people of 
Gaza.” 

Moussa met yesterday 
with the top Hamas leader 
in Gaza, Prime Minister Is¬ 
mail Haniyeh, in a signifi¬ 
cant diplomatic boost for 


Hamas. 

Many Arab countries 
have held the Iranian- 
backed Hamas at arms 
length, and Egypt, one of 
the Arab League’s most im¬ 
portant members, has 
been Israel’s partner in 
keeping Gaza largely 
sealed. 

Israel, meanwhile, ap¬ 
peared to grow more iso¬ 
lated in the fallout over 
the May 31 raid as Israeli 
Defence Minister Ehud 
Barak abruptly cancelled 
plans yesterday to visit 
Paris. 

Barak’s office said he 
cancelled his trip while Is¬ 
rael forms a committee to 


investigate the raid. The 
statement denied that the 
decision was connected to 
attempts by pro-Palestin¬ 
ian groups to seek his ar¬ 
rest. 

Israel said late yesterday 
it was setting up an in¬ 
quiry headed by a judge, to 
be joined by two high- 
ranking foreign observers, 
one of whom is retired 
Brig. Gen. Ken Watkin, the 
former chief militaiy pros¬ 
ecutor in Canada. 

Israel says the blockade 
of Gaza is necessary to stop 
weapons reaching Hamas, 
but critics say it has left 
Gazans mired in poverty. 
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OIL LEAK Emergency workers 
believe they have stopped a 
79 , 500 -litre oil leak from reach¬ 
ing the environmentally sensi¬ 
tive Great Salt Lake, one of the 
West's most important inland 
water bodies for migratory 
birds that use it as a place to 
rest, eat and breed. An under¬ 
ground pipeline in the moun¬ 
tains near the University of 
Utah broke Friday night, send¬ 
ing oil into a creek that flows 
through neighbourhoods, into 
a popular Salt Lake City park 
and ultimately the Jordan Riv¬ 
er. The pipeline wasn't shut off 
until Saturday morning. It's not 
yet known what caused the 
leak.

Obama seeks 
new spending 


U.S. President Barack Oba¬ 
ma is asking Republican 
lawmakers to approve bil¬ 
lions of dollars in new 
spending to avert a sched¬ 
uled 21 per cent cut in pay¬ 
ments to doctors who 
treat Medicare patients. 

If GOP senators don’t al¬ 
low the stalled proposal to 
pass, some doctors will 
stop treating Medicare re¬ 
cipients, Obama said in his 
weekly radio and Internet 
address Saturday. 

Obama also urged con¬ 
gressional leaders Satur¬ 
day to ap¬ 
prove his 
proposals to

public officials face likely 
layoffs. In a letter, Obama 
described his plans as “crit¬ 
ical and timely ways to fur¬ 
ther the economic recov¬ 
ery and spur job creation.” 

Many GOP lawmakers, 
and some Democrats, have 
balked at further stimulus 
spending, fearing the 
deficit is getting out of 
hand.

The Senate’s top Repub¬ 
lican, Mitch McConnell of 
Kentucky, said his party 
wants to avoid reducing 
physicians’ Medicare fees, 
but do it without adding to 
the deficit — meaning 
spending cuts elsewhere. 

The president noted that 
since 2003, Congresses led 
by Democrats and by Re¬ 
publicans alike have 
blocked similar proposed 
cuts in doctors’ reimburse¬ 
ment rates. 

But now, he said, Repub¬ 
licans are “willing to walk 
away from the needs of 
our doctors and our sen¬ 
iors.”

Bethlehem Its purpose may 
be to divide, but for the 
past few nights, the wall 
that separates this biblical 
town in the West Bank 
from nearby Jerusalem has 
been bringing an interna¬ 
tional crowd together to 
watch the World Cup 
games. 

In a first for Bethlehem, 
local restaurant owner and 
avid football fan Joseph

Idea would give Edmontonians a car-free option 



ast week, I intro¬ 
duced the City Cen¬ 
tre Airport lands as 
a blank canvas for 
_transit-oriented de¬ 
velopment and sketched 
out a few ideas. This week, 
I’ll make some broad 
brush strokes to show a 
possible way to lay out one 
section. 

In terms of design con¬ 
straints, the centre of the 
site is wide open. This is 
both freeing and intimi¬ 
dating, with no obvious 
place to start other than re¬ 
purposing the runways in 
a nod to histoiy. 

Rather than wide boule¬ 
vards, I’ve opted to create 
two closely spaced streets: 
One for autos; and one for 
transit and bicycles. Put¬ 
ting the transit/bicycle 
streets on the inside frees 
them both from interfer¬ 



ence with cars and sup¬ 
ports a triangular car-free 
area. 

Within this pedestrian 
haven is a promenade and 
square that doubles as the 
St. Albert-Downtown LRT 
tunnel roof and station en¬ 
trance, respectively. Low- 
floor LRT along 118 Av¬ 
enue crosses this square 


for easy transfers. 

Unlike Churchill Square, 
this intimately scaled 
plaza is surrounded by 
buildings rather than 
roads. Small studio apart¬ 
ments and offices are avail¬ 
able in the taller buildings, 
with shops below. 

As the transportation 
and commercial hub, this 


centre pulses with activity. 
From here, transit riders 
can choose from many 
closely spaced, calm 
streets to walk home, to 
work, or to shops. 

Within a 150-metre walk 
are quiet residential neigh¬ 
bourhoods of family- 
friendly townhomes and 
four-storey apartment 
buildings. Each street is 
narrow, tree-lined, and 
flanked by a row of build¬ 
ings with private residen¬ 
tial entrances and the odd 
corner store to activate the 
street. 

Automobiles are calmed 
by traffic circles, short one¬ 
way sections, and diagonal 
diverters, leaving the 
straight routes to pedestri¬ 
ans and bicyclists. 

The city benefits from 
thousands of new transit 
riders and fewer cars on 
the road, while Edmonto¬ 
nians looking for a place to 
live, work, and raise a fam¬ 
ily without needing a car 
finally have a place to call 
home.

Kicking back to watch games may slow productivity 


Even down on the Toronto 
stock market floor, amid a 
flurry of multimillion-dol- 
lar trades, the TVs are 
tuned into the World Cup. 

It’s just one effect of the 
planet’s biggest sports 
tournament, a month-long 
phenomenon that a U.K. 
study suggests could cost 
billions in lost productivity 
around the world. 

Others challenge the no¬ 
tion. They argue the World 
Cup could actually benefit 
some economies — de¬ 
pending on which team 
wins and how much fans 
shell out for the celebra¬ 
tion. 

While there may be a de¬ 
bate about the economic 
bottom line, there is no 


disputing the soccer frenzy 
sweeping across work¬ 
places as people around 
the world return to the of¬ 
fice today. 

In Honduras, the 
government is giv¬ 
ing 200,000 public 
employees time off 1 
during the tourna¬ 
ment to watch the 
national team play. 
Politicians have even 
urged private businesses to 
follow their lead. 

In Canada, a senior 
strategist for TD predicted 
international productivity 
would dip during World 
Cup matches. 

Millan Mulraine couldn’t 
think of any empirical re¬ 
search done on the topic, 



but last Friday, with many 
TVs on the Toronto trading 
floor showing soccer, he 
expressed confidence 

about his hunch. 

“In this environ¬ 
ment, normally you 
would be watch¬ 
ing business 
news,” Mulraine 
said. 

“But given that 
the World Cup is on 
now live, I think that’s 
what eveiyone’s tuned in¬ 
to ... even at work. 

“I’ve taken a few glances 
at it while working, so I 
can testify to the fact that, 
yes, productivity will likely 
decline during events.” 

A director at Scotia Capi¬ 
tal in Toronto told the Wall 


Street Journal that many 
traders took Friday off to 
watch the start of the tour¬ 
nament. The paper report¬ 
ed that during Friday’s 
games the New York trad¬ 
ing volume was at its low¬ 
est point in two months. 

In the soccer-mad U.K., 
more than 50 per cent of 
687 managers surveyed 
last month by the Char¬ 
tered Management Insti¬ 
tute woriy their employees 
may be distracted by dis¬ 
cussions about the World 
Cup. 

The institute estimates 
that lost hours of produc¬ 
tivity could cost more than 
$1.4 billion — to the 
British economy alone.

Latest computer viruses 
don't require clicking 


It used to be that computer 
users could mostly avoid 
viruses by being careful 
about which email attach¬ 
ments they opened, or 
avoiding file-sharing serv¬ 
ices. 

Now you 
can catch a 
nasty virus 
by simply 
loading a 
web page. 

Last week, 
the websites 
of the Wall 
Street Jour¬ 
nal, Jerusalem 
Post and a Montreal 
music venue were among 
many across the Net that 
were infected with a virus, 
which may have been 
passed on to visitors. 

Those infected were hit 
by what’s called a drive-by 
download, a form of virus 
that sneaks through cracks 
in a website’s servers and 
then tries to hit visitors 
when they load the site. 

“It happens in the back¬ 
ground and unless you 
have monitoring tools that 
are inspecting what’s go¬ 
ing on, or have a bit of a se¬ 
curity background, you get 


hit,” said Jerome Segura, a 
web security researcher for 
Victoria-based ParetoLogic. 

“It happens instantly, it’s 
a matter of seconds.” 

And it’s not just a prob¬ 
lem for users who frequent 
shady sites on the web — 
hackers are looking to em¬ 
bed the viruses on any and 
all websites that are vul¬ 
nerable to their tactics. 

“Once there were 
known bad 
sites you 
should not 
visit, or known 
adult sites that 
you should avoid,” 
said Segura. 
“Nowadays, legit 
sites are getting hacked 
and the more popular the 
site, the more attractive it 
is for hackers because 
they’re guaranteed to have 
a big infection base.” 

Often, the virus is hid¬ 
den in an Adobe Flash ap¬ 
plication or a PDF file. 
Adobe was forced to re¬ 
lease an update to its Flash 
player Thursday to patch 
security holes and stop the 
spread of drive-by down¬ 
loads.

When Jeff Geipel was vol¬ 
unteering in Ghana in 
2007, he and a friend split 
the $50 cost of a bicycle to 
thank a man who’d given 
them shelter for several 
months.

Three years later, 
that memory of West

“And yet, if 
you’re in line at the Star- 
bucks or Tim Hortons, no 
one’s holding one.”

The survey says 85 per cent 
of Canadian drivers believe 
they are driving fuel-effi¬ 
cient cars — ones that 
burn no more than 8.3 
litres of gasoline per 100 
kilometres.

There simply aren’t that 
many fuel-efficient vehi¬ 
cles on our roads, proving 
most are misinformed 
about their fuel use.

On top of keeping track of

And there 
are organizations like A 
Greener Festival and 
Yourope that give support 
and awards. 

A Greener Festival, 
based in the U.K., began as 
a dissertation in sustain¬ 


able event management in 
2005. It’s become a web¬ 
site and worldwide accred¬ 
itation scheme for music 
festivals that want to be¬ 
come sustainable. 

The path to being 
named a Greener, or even 
Outstanding Greener festi¬ 
val, is ticking off a 60-point 
checklist looking at waste, 
water, power and trans¬ 
port. It is run by Claire 
O'Neill, Ben Challis, Luke 
Westbury and volunteers 
worldwide. 

“We’ve got asses¬ 
sors in Aus¬ 


tralia, the U.S.A., around 
Europe, we even got an ap¬ 
plication from South 
Africa this year, so it seems 
to be useful across bor¬ 
ders,” says Claire O’Neill. 

Interest in greening fes¬ 
tivals has grown a lot in 
only a few years. A Green¬ 
er Festival will this year as¬ 
sess more than 40 music 
festivals worldwide. 

The biggest hurdles for 
becoming green is lack 
of time and 


money. “A lot of people 
will have a lot of ideas in 
the beginning of the year, 
but as the festival draws 
nearer, other things will al¬ 
ways take priority — as ... 
getting the show on!” says 
O’Neill, with a laugh. 

Her advice is having a 
person dedicated to envi¬ 
ronmental aspects from 
the word go. 


• Provide transport, cut 
deals with coach companies 
or offer incentives. 

• Try cup deposits and 
reusable cups to minimize 
waste.

study Brrr! An internation¬ 
al research group has just 
reached the Arctic, with 
the aim of conducting the 
largest study so far of 
ocean acidification, which 
is another threat to the 
delicate marine life, espe¬ 
cially in cold waters. 

The research is still in its 
infancy, but the main 
cause is identified: Climate 
change. 

“We know that ocean 
acidification is real. The 
part of the research that is 
in its infancy is what effect 


it has on the calcifying ma¬ 
rine organisms, including 
corals, shellfish and ma¬ 
rine plankton — the basis 
of many marine organ¬ 
isms,” says Dr. David San- 
tillo, at the Greenpeace Re¬ 
search Laboratories at the 
University of Exeter.

“The 

effects of ocean 
acidification can be seen 
worldwide, but if you want 
to study the first and the 
worst effects, you want to 
go to the Arctic,” says San- 
tillo. “The colder water ab¬ 
sorbs C02 more quickly.” 

Oceans have an invalu¬ 
able role in regulating C02- 
levels. A large part of the 
C02 emissions are ab¬ 
sorbed by the oceans and 
dissolved into a weak acid. 

Gradually, this has made 
the normally alkaline 
ocean waters more acidic. 

Since the beginning of 
industrialization, the acidi¬ 


fication 

has risen by 30 per 
cent — very quickly, in 
ocean terms. 

“The oceans are natural¬ 
ly slightly alkaline and 
have been very stable for 
many years. Any small 
change in acidity has dra¬ 
matic effects because so 
many shell-building organ¬ 
isms in the ocean rely on a 
near-neutral ph level. An 
increase of acidity is an ad¬ 
ditional stress on top of cli¬ 
mate change and pollu¬ 
tion,” says Santillo.

food A Winnipeg food 
processor is recalling its 
pre-cooked meat products 
after an Alberta customer 
raised concerns about pos¬ 
sible contamination with 
listeria bacteria. 

Smith’s Quality Meats, 
which sells in provinces 
from British Columbia to 
Ontario, has voluntarily 
pulled a wide variety of its 
products from shelves. 

“All cooked products are 
in the process of being re¬ 
moved from store 
shelves,” Smith’s 

spokesman Andy Van Pat¬ 
ter said in a release. 

The recalls affect meat 
products with best-before 
dates between June 11 and 
Sept. 3. The products in¬ 
clude salami, wieners, gar¬ 


lic sausage and roast beef. 

“The discovery was 
made on one product at 
one location in Alberta 
through testing per¬ 
formed by our customer,” 
said Van Patter. 

“There (is) no indication 
that other products are af¬ 
fected.” 

There have been no re¬ 
ported illnesses from eat¬ 
ing the products. “That be¬ 
ing said, in light of what 
has happened in this in¬ 
dustry over the last couple 
of years it is only prudent 
for us to recall all of our 
cooked products as a pre¬ 
caution,” Van Patter said.

A career in sports economics may change your view of the home team

With a strong desire to 
bring an NHL franchise to 
cities such as Winnipeg, 
Quebec City and 
Hamilton, there is often 
talk of the economic ben¬ 
efits the teams would 
bring to the communities. 
It’s Brad Humphreys job to 
tell people the dishearten¬ 
ing news. 

“I’ve got to basically tell 
people all the time, ‘Well, 
I’m sony if these people 
have told you that a new 
hockey team in your com¬ 
munity is going to be really 
beneficial economically. 
There’s no evidence to sup¬ 
port that and it’s a money¬ 
losing proposition for the 
local community and only 
a money-making proposi¬ 
tion for the team owner 
and players,” says the 
sports economist who 
teaches at the University of 
Alberta. 

His 10 years of research 
indicates this is true for all 
sports. 

Sports economics is a rel¬ 
atively new branch of eco¬ 
nomics, which takes eco¬ 
nomic principles and uses 
them to analyze issues in 
sports, such as the econom¬ 
ic impact of hosting large 
sports events like the 
Olympics or the economic 
impact of having a profes¬ 
sional sports team. 

In Canada, there are only 
a handful of sports econo¬ 
mists and becoming one is 
not a short process, with a 
PhD in economics being 
only a basic requirement.

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While many may think that bringing a sports franchise into their 
city will mean an economic boom, sports economist Brad 
Humphreys say this is not so. In fact, when he heads to his local 
ball park, all he can think about is how much money was lost on 
the facility. 


When he tells people 
what he does, he says 
they’re intrigued. This is 
because “sports cuts across 
all dimensions of society 
and provides people with a 
common shared experi¬ 
ence,” he says. 

Not every area of eco¬ 
nomics has its own section 
in the newspaper, he adds. 

With the recent hosting 
of the 2010 Winter 
Olympics in Vancouver, a 
lot of talk was about the 
economic benefits it would 
bring to the city and 
province. The bad news is 
the Olympics have poor 
track records for this. 

“It’s almost certainly not 
beneficial for a local econo¬ 
my,” says Humphreys. “It 
probably costs a lot more 
than whatever return you 
get back out of it.” 

The Olympics are expen¬ 
sive to host because of the 
specialized facilities and 


enormous security costs. 
Other problems can crop 
up as well, such as the Ath¬ 
letes Village fiasco in Van¬ 
couver. 

“That blew up on them,” 
he says, adding that taxpay¬ 
ers are now on the hook for 
the facility. 

Humphreys is no longer 
the sports fan he once was 
and this is because of his 
profession. 

“Once I started doing this 
research on public subsi¬ 
dies for professional sports 
facilities, it land of made 
me less of a sports fan,” says 
the one-time Baltimore Ori¬ 
oles season ticket holder. 

Humphreys used to be 
able to admire a ballpark 
for its structure and beauty, 
but “now when I go to a 
ballpark, all I can think 
about is, ‘Well, how badly 
did local government get 
hosed out of money when 
this facility was built?”’

next pet, she began doing 
tracking. 

Then, a tornado hit Ed¬ 
monton in 1987. Observing 
how important the search 
and rescue efforts had been 
during the disaster, Limo¬ 
ges and a group of five oth¬ 
er dog owners decided to 
try it. They got hold of the 
training standards for a 
group in British Columbia 
and began learning. 

Eveiy Sunday, they’d 
meet at a semi-demolished 
building in downtown Ed¬ 
monton.

training exercises. 

The group began calling 
itself the Search and Res¬ 
cue Association of Alberta 
and became a non-profit 
organization. As the secre¬ 
tary for the organization, 
Limoges spends part of her 
evenings — after she’s 
been out training — doing 
emails and writing 
newsletters or guidelines. 

The group now has good 
relationships with local po¬ 
lice and the RCMP and get 
invited out to real searches 
in the Edmonton area. 

It’s often to search for a 
senior with Alzheimer’s. In 
recent years, Limoges and 
her group have been train¬ 
ing for human remains re- 
coveiy — her dog Parquet¬ 
ta has a knack for this. 

At the search, the police 


hand out maps, and Limo¬ 
ges uses a compass and a 
GPS to orient herself.

“I’ve had lots of parties 
and things ruined. We do 
all this training, so when 
the call comes I say, sorry, I 
gotta go.”

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Trial prejudiced payback: Lawyer

The racial makeup of the 
jury and the conduct of the 
judge who oversaw OJ. 
Simpson's conviction have 
emerged as key issues in 
the former football star's 
appeal for the Nevada 
Supreme Court to overturn 
his conviction in a 
gunpoint Las Vegas hotel 
room heist. 

“Mr. Simpson really be¬ 
lieved he was recovering 
his own property,” Simp¬ 
son attorney Yale Galanter 
told a three-justice panel 
hearing oral arguments in 
Las Vegas on Friday. “Our 
theoiy of defence was nev¬ 
er put before the jury.” 

Clark County District At¬ 
torney David Roger called 
the September 2008 trial 
contentious but fair, and 
the sentences just. He 


urged the justices to deny 
both appeals. 

After Galanter character¬ 
ized Simpson’s conviction 


as prejudicial “payback” for 
his 1994 double-murder ac¬ 
quittal, justices Michael 
Cherry, Mark Gibbons and 


Nancy Saitta posed pointed 
questions about whether 
convicted co-defendant 
Clarence “C.J.” Stewart re¬ 


ceived a fair trial alongside 
Simpson. 

Both men were convict¬ 
ed of kidnapping, armed 
robbery, conspiracy and 
other crimes for what 
Simpson maintained was 
an attempt to retrieve fam¬ 
ily photos and mementoes. 
Four other men took plea 
deals and received proba¬ 
tion after testifying for the 
prosecution. 

Stewart’s lawyer, Brent 
Biyson said a 2001 poll 
found 72 per cent of Ameri¬ 
cans believed O.J. Simpson 
was wrongly acquitted in 
the 1994 slayings of his ex- 
wife, Nicole Brown Simp¬ 
son, and her friend Ron 
Goldman. Neither Simpson 
nor Stewart were in court 
for the oral appeals.

The biker businessman 
and estranged husband of 
Sandra Bullock was a fix¬ 
ture in a Los Angeles court¬ 
room last week, where 
he’s involved in dueling 
lawsuits with an apparel 
manufacturer and distrib¬ 
utor. 

James, 41, is scheduled 
to testify and is expected 
to attend all the proceed¬ 
ings. The case, with mil¬ 
lions of dollars on the line, 
is far from the only one in¬ 
volving James. It is, howev¬ 
er, one that centres on his 
business rather than his 
personal life. 

He is also embroiled in a 
custody dispute in neigh¬ 
bouring Orange County 
with his ex-wife, Janine 
Lindemulder. James had 
been expected to attend a 
hearing in that case this 
week, but it may be post¬ 
poned. 

There’s also James’ ongo¬ 
ing divorce from Bullock 
playing out in Austin, 
Texas. No proceedings 
have been scheduled in 
that case. 

Bullock filed for divorce 
in April after several 
women claimed they had 
extramarital affairs with 
James. He apologized to 
Bullock, but he and his at¬ 
torney have maintained 
the vast majority of the 
claims against James are 
untrue. 

James is the owner of 
West Coast Choppers, a 
custom motorcycle shop in 
Long Beach, Calif. He also 
owns several other busi¬ 
nesses and has cultivated

his bilce-malcing crafts¬ 
manship and tough-guy 
persona into several televi¬ 
sions shows, most recently 
Spike TV’s Jesse James is a 
Dead Man. 

The clothing dispute be¬ 
ing heard in a downtown 
Los Angeles courtroom 
centres on a deal James 
and his companies made 
with Fortune Fashion In¬ 
dustries. The apparel com¬ 
pany sued James in late 
2007, claiming he had 
breached a contract that 
was worth millions of dol¬ 
lars to produce workwear. 

James has denied the al¬ 
legations and countersued 
Fortune Fashions, saying 
the company didn’t dis¬ 
close it didn’t have experi¬ 


ence creating that type of 
apparel. 

He spent two days last 
week listening to jury se¬ 
lection, a rare exercise for 
a celebrity involved in a 
civil case. Often, stars in¬ 
volved in civil matters only 
appear in court when they 
testify. 

James, dressed in work- 
boots or other workshop 
attire, has opted to sit be¬ 
hind his attorneys so far 
during proceedings. While 
he had to listen to some 
potential jurors opine on 
his personal life, the sub¬ 
ject is off-limits during the 
trial. 

A judge on Friday asked 
Fortune Fashions’ attorney 
to refrain from using the 


word “cheater” in his 
opening remarks, even 
though he intended it only 
in relations to James’ busi¬ 
ness dealings. 

Numerous 

reporters and pho¬ 
tographers showed 
up Wednesday when 
jury selection 
but their numbe 
dwindled by opening 
statements on Friday. 

The case is expected 
to last several 
weeks. 

One courthouse 
where James 
won’t be showing 
up anytime soon 
is the criminal 
one. A paparaz¬ 
zo accused 


James of vandalizing his car 
after cheating allegations 
surfaced, but prosecutors 
rejected filing charges.

Mraz spent five days in 
the countiy, travelling 
with James Kofi Annan, a 
former child slave who 
used to work on fishing 
boats and had been en¬ 
slaved for seven years. 

Annan founded Chal¬ 
lenging Heights, a school 
in Winneba where many 
of its students are former 
slaves. The children per-

formed songs for Mraz. 

The singer also travelled 
to a rescue shelter for 
slaves in the town of Ate- 
bubu and to Lake Volta, 
where many child slaves 
are working, said Peggy 
Callahan, the organiza¬ 


tion’s co-founder and exec¬ 
utive producer. 

Callahan says she met 
Mraz through a mutual 
friend and she suggested 
he go to Ghana with her. 

“The movement to end 
slaveiy really needs more 
voices, but they really 
need to be authentic voic¬ 
es, people who really do 
care about an issue,” she 
said. “And Jason’s one of 
those people, and he’s will¬ 
ing to take the time to find 
out.” 

Mraz is the first celebrity 
to participate on the 
ground with the organiza¬ 
tion.

Murray has a pretrial 
hearing before Los Ange¬ 
les Superior Court Judge 
Michael Pastor on Monday 
in his involuntary 
manslaughter case. The 
medical license issue is ex¬ 
pected to dominate the 
hearing. Murray has 
pleaded not guilty in the 
death of the pop legend a 
year ago.
